(OTR has subsequently invited Harsch and Lisagor 
to speak as mediji representatives. ) OTR neglected to specify that Mr. 

/ Max Ways, although a member of Fortune' s editorial board, was being 
/ considered to^eak as a sociologist rather than as a journalist. OTR 
would like to have him appear in the Senior Seminar block on the Agency's 
'" domestic environment specifically to have him speak on "Changing American 
Values" early in November. We would appreciate your agreement for the 
use of Max Ways in this context.

SUBJECT : Senior Seminar Speaker 


1. This memorandum contains a recommendation for your 
approval of a journalist as a speaker in a non- journalist 
capacity for the Senior Seminar. 

2. In a memorandum dated 2 July 1971 we submitted a list 

of eight journalists' names for your approval as possible speak- 
ers: Charles Bartlett, Carl Rowan, Hugh Sidey, Joseph Harsch, 

Peter Lisagor, Julius Duscha, Orr Kelly and Max Ways of Fortune 
magazine. On 26 July the Executive Director- Comptroller informed 
us that you had no objections to our inviting any of the first 
five. Having received their clearances, we have now invited two 
of these --Harsch and Lisagor -- to speak as media representa- 
tives. 


3.' The 2 July memorandum failed to specify that Max Ways, a 
member of the editorial board of Fortune , was being considered 
not to speak as a journalist but, in effect, as a sociologist in 
the Seminar's block on the domestic environment of the Agency. 

His article "Finding the American Direction" published in the 
October 1970 issue seemed to us an admirable analysis of changing 
American social and cultural values. On the basis of this and 
other articles and subject to your approval, we propose to invite 
Mr. Ways to speak on "Changing American Values" when this block 
of the Seminar is being presented in early November. For your 
information, Mr. Ways has been cleared by the Office of Security 
to speak On an unclassified basis.
